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Russia, US plan another talk 
to avoid air conflicts in Syria

NAVAL AIR STATION SIGO- 
NELLA, Italy (AP) — Russia 
has informed the United 
States that Moscow is will¬ 
ing to continue talks to 
ensure that the two coun¬ 
tries' aircraft don’t interfere 
with each other over Syria, 
senior U.S. military officials 
said Tuesday. 

But a Russian defense offi¬ 
cial said the talks should be 
much broader than what 
the Pentagon is seeking. 
Pentagon spokesman Pe¬ 
ter Cook said a response to 
the Pentagon’s request for 
talks came through the U.S. 
Embassy in Moscow and 
reached U.S. Defense Sec¬ 
retary Ash Carter while he 
was flying from Moron Air 
Base in Spain to Sigonella, 
Italy. 

“We look forward to the 
formal response from the 
Russians and learning the 
details,” Cooke said. “We 
stand ready to meet again 
to continue our earlier dis¬ 
cussion as soon as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Earlier Tuesday, Carter had 
called on Russian leaders 
to contact the Pentagon 
immediately to discuss 
Moscow’s military activities 
in Syria, reflecting urgent 
concerns about Russian 
aircraft violating Turkish air¬ 
space. NATO on Monday 
denounced Russia for “ir¬ 
responsible behavior" for 
allowing its warplanes to 
cross into Turkey. 

Russian Deputy Defense 
Minister Anatoly Antonov 
said the Russians want 
broad discussions on inter¬ 
national cooperation be¬ 
tween Russia and the U.S.- 
led coalition fighting the 
Islamic State. 

“Regrettably, the Ameri¬ 
cans would like to limit our 
cooperation to technical 
issues relating to interaction 
between our pilots while on 
relevant missions,” Antonov 
said Tuesday. 

“The Americans have 
handed us a document, 
on which we are working,” 
he said. 

U.S. and Russian officials 
met once by video confer¬ 
ence late last week, before 
the incursion into the air¬ 
space of Turkey, which bor¬ 


ders Syria. Carter said the 
U.S. has been waiting for 
a second meeting on how 
to avoid any accidents or 
miscalculations in the in¬ 
creasingly crowded skies 
over Syria. 

Turkey, a NATO member, 
mentioned only one Rus¬ 
sian intrusion over the 
weekend, but the military 
alliance said a second Rus¬ 
sian jet also violated Turkish 
airspace Sunday. The air¬ 
space violations triggered 
immediate outrage from 
the alliance. 

Russia insisted the first in¬ 
cursion was a mistake and 
says it had nothing to do 
with the second one. 
Carter and other NATO de¬ 
fense ministers are expect¬ 
ed to discuss how to deal 
with the problem when 
they meet in Brussels later 
this week. 

The U.S.-led coalition has 
been routinely conducting 
airstrikes on Islamic State 
militants in Syria. 

Russia says the airstrikes it 
began last week are di¬ 
rected against the Islamic 
State group, as well as al- 
Qaida's Syrian affiliates. 
But the U.S. and France 
say at least some of the 
strikes appear to have hit 
Western-backed rebel fac¬ 
tions fighting government 
troops, with the real goal of 
protecting Syrian President 
Bashar Assad. 

U.S. officials have been 
critical of Russia's entrance 
into the Syrian conflict and 
Carter said the latest issues 
will cause the U.S. to fur¬ 
ther strengthen its posture 
against Moscow. 

During the videoconfer¬ 
ence with the Russians on 
Thursday, Elissa Slotkin, who 
represented the U.S. side, 
raised concerns about the 
Russian airstrikes targeting 
areas where there are few 
if any Islamic State militants 
operating. Slotkin is the 
acting assistant secretary 
of defense for international 
security affairs. 

The meeting was aimed at 
making sure there are no 
conflicts, collisions or other 
problems as the U.S.-led co¬ 
alition and the Russians fly 
over Syria. A key concern is

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ne¬ 
gotiations over the com¬ 
plex trade deal took more 
than five years. On Tues¬ 
day, President Barack 
Obama began what may 
be a similarly difficult task 
— selling the Trans-Pacific 
Partnership to Congress 
and the American public. 
Obama met with business 
and agricultural leaders at 
the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. The site of the meet¬ 
ing reflects the urgency 
that farm groups have 
attached to the deal to 
remove tariffs and other 
trade barriers that would 


increase exports ranging 
from meat and poultry to 
grains and cotton. 

Obama emphasized that 
the deal would eliminate or 
reduce more than 18,000 
tariffs that participating 
countries impose on U.S. 
exports. The reduction of 
those tariffs will lower the 
price that international con¬ 
sumers pay for U.S. goods. 
For example, Obama said 
Japan currently puts a 38 
percent tax on American 
beef and Malaysia current¬ 
ly puts a 30 percent tax on 
American auto parts. 

“If the tariffs are down, 
if the taxes are down on 
goods made in America, 


that means U.S. companies 
are investing here and are 
able to sell over there with¬ 
out a disadvantage. That's 
what American leadership 
looks like in the 21st centu¬ 
ry,” Obama told reporters 
at the end of the closed- 
door meeting. 

Leaders of trade groups 
representing the film, travel 
and technology industries 
were among those who 
attended the meeting 
with Obama and Agricul¬ 
ture Secretary Tom Vilsack. 
One of the administration's 
selling points is that it will 
put pressure on China to 
match various safeguards 
and openness to competi¬ 


tion that's written into the 
agreement. 

“Under this agreement, we, 
rather than countries like 
China, are writing the rules 
for the global economy,” 
Obama said. 

It will be weeks before the 
full scope of the agree¬ 
ment announced Monday 
is known, but several labor 
groups are worried that it 
will result in American jobs 
sent to countries with lower 
wages and less stringent 
labor and environmental 
standards. A congressional 
vote on the pact is not ex¬ 
pected to occur until well 
into next year, providing 
the unions with the chance 
to maximize leverage with 
lawmakers coveting their 
support. The president has 
to wait 90 days before sign¬ 
ing the pact, and only then 
will Congress begin the pro¬ 
cess of voting on it. Approv¬ 
al of the deal would give 
Obama a legacy-defining 
victory. To achieve a vic¬ 
tory, Obama will need help 
from Republicans and will 
need to overcome doubts 
from a key Democratic 
constituency. In the hours 
after the trade deal was 
announced, some union 
leaders made clear that a 
candidate's stance on the 
Trans-Pacific Partnership 
will determine whether he 
or she can expect support. 
While unions have lost polit¬ 
ical clout as their numbers 
have declined, their politi¬ 
cal action committees do¬ 
nated more than $60 mil¬ 


lion to campaigns during 
the 2012 elections. About 
90 percent of that money 
went toward Democratic 
candidates, according to 
the Center for Responsive 
Politics. Chris Shelton, presi¬ 
dent of the Communica¬ 
tions Workers of America, 
whose members include 
customer service reps and 
computer technicians, said 
the union will “hold ac¬ 
countable those members 
of Congress who support 
this giveaway to the 1 per¬ 
cent.” Among the Demo¬ 
cratic candidates running 
for president. Sen. Bernie 
Sanders, an independent, 
moved quickly to voice his 
opposition. 

“Wall Street and big corpo¬ 
rations just won a big victo¬ 
ry. Now it’s on us to stop the 
#TPP from becoming law,” 
Sanders tweeted. 

Another Democratic can¬ 
didate, former Maryland 
Gov. Martin O’Malley, 
has been highly critical of 
the trade pact in recent 
months. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton has 
not yet taken a stance on 
the deal. The full text of the 
agreement is not yet avail¬ 
able for public reading. 

The TPP is designed to en¬ 
courage trade among 
the United States, Austra¬ 
lia, Brunei, Canada, Chile, 
Japan, Malaysia, Mexico, 
New Zealand, Peru, Sin¬ 
gapore and Vietnam. The 
pact would reduce tariffs 
in the participating nations

COLUMBIA, South Caro¬ 
lina (AP) — The Carolinas 
saw sunshine Tuesday after 
days of inundation, but it 
could take weeks to recov¬ 
er from being pummeled 
by a historic rainstorm that 
caused widespread flood¬ 
ing and 17 deaths. 

Tuesday was the first dry 
day since Sept. 24 in South 
Carolina’s state capital, 
Columbia, where a mid- 
night-to-6 a.m. curfew 
was in effect. But officials 
warned fhaf new evacu¬ 
ations could come as the 
huge mass of water flows 
toward the sea, threaten¬ 
ing dams and displacing 
residents along the way. 

Of particular concern was 
the Lowcountry, where the 
Santee, Edisto and other 
rivers make their way to 
the sea. Gov. Nikki Haley 
warned that several rivers 
were rising and had yet to 
reach their peaks. 

“God smiled on South Car¬ 
olina because the sun is 
out. That is a good sign, but 
... we still have to be cau¬ 
tious,” Haley said Tuesday 
after taking an aerial tour. 
“What I saw was disturb¬ 
ing.” At least 15 weather- 
related deaths in South 
Carolina and two in North 
Carolina were blamed on 


the vast rainstorm. Six peo¬ 
ple drowned in their cars 
in Columbia, and several 
died after driving around 
safety barriers onto flood¬ 
ed roads. 

Flooding is a concern for 
any urban area, where 
concrete covers soil that 
would otherwise act as a 
sponge in heavy rain. But 
the multitude of waterways 
in Columbia — where the 
Broad and Saluda rivers 
come together to form the 
Congaree — made the 
city a prime target. 
Georgetown, one of Amer¬ 
ica’s oldest cities, sits on 
the coast at the conflu¬ 
ence of four rivers. The his¬ 
toric downtown flooded 
over the weekend, and its 
ordeal wasn’t over yet. 

In Effingham, east of Co¬ 
lumbia, the Lynches River 
was at nearly 20 feet (six 
meters) on Tuesday — five 
feet (1.5 meters) above 
flood stage. 

Water distribution was a 
challenge. In the region 
around Columbia, as many 
as 40,000 homes lacked 
drinking water, and Mayor 
Steve Benjamin said 375,000 
water customers will likely 
have to boil their water 
before drinking or cooking 
for “quite some time.” The 
power grid was returning to 
normal after nearly 30,000 
customers lost electricity.

HUNTSVILLE, Texas (AP) — 

A Texas inmate set to die 
Tuesday for killing another 
man in a Houston robbery 
that yielded just $8 has not 
had any late appeals filed 
on his behalf. 

Juan Martin Garcia was 
convicted of capital mur¬ 
der for the September 1998 
killing and robbery of Hugo 
Solano, a Christian mission¬ 
ary from Mexico who had 
moved his family to Texas 
just weeks earlier so his chil¬ 
dren could be educated in 
the U.S. 

Garcia acknowledges 
shooting Solano but denies 
the robbery, an accompa¬ 
nying felony that made it a 
capital case. The inmate, 
who was linked to at least 
eight aggravated robber¬ 
ies and two attempted 
murders in the weeks be¬ 
fore and after Solano’s 
death, also insists that ju¬ 
rors unfairly penalized him 
because he didn't take 
the witness stand in his own 
defense at trial. 

The U.S. Supreme Court re¬ 
fused to review Garcia’s 
case in March. The Texas 
Board of Pardons and Pa¬ 
roles, in a 5-2 vote, refused 
a clemency request from 
Garcia last week.

An 11-year-old boy fatally 
shot his 12-year-old brother 
during a target-shooting 
outing in eastern Ohio, the 
local sheriff said Tuesday.

Judge tosses 
conviction in 
‘90 NY killing

NEW YORK (AP) — A man 

imprisoned for a quarter- 
century in a notorious tour¬ 
ist killing was granted a new 
trial Tuesday when a judge 
overturned his conviction in 
a case that helped crystal¬ 
lize an era of crime and fear 
in the nation’s biggest city. 
Johnny Hincapie, a Colom¬ 
bian immigrant, broke into 
sobs as he heard the deci¬ 
sion to throw out his convic¬ 
tion in a subway-platform 
mugging that killed Utah 
tourist Brian Watkins as Wat¬ 
kins defended his parents. 
State Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tice Eduardo Padro cited 
new evidence; Hincapie’s 
lawyers had presented 
new testimony from two 
witnesses saying he wasn’t 
involved in the crime. Pa¬ 
dro stopped short of de¬ 
claring Hincapie innocent, 
as he and his lawyers had 
hoped the judge might, 
but agreed to release him 
on $1 bail while awaiting 
a retrial. “After 25 years of 
suffering, after 25 years of 
injustice, after 25 years of 
sleepless nights, God just 
revealed his justice,” said 
Hincapie’s father, Carlos. 
His son couldn’t immediate¬ 
ly be freed because of an 
immigration complication, 
which his lawyers are work¬ 
ing to resolve. 

Prosecutors said they were 
weighing whether to ap¬ 
peal the ruling and were 
committed to retrying the 
case, if necessary. 

"We regret the fact that re¬ 
trying the case would sub¬ 
ject the family of Mr. Wat¬ 
kins to testifying at another 
trial, reopening old wounds 
and forcing them to relive 
the horror of that night 25 
years ago," Manhattan 
district attorney’s office 
spokeswoman Joan Vollero 
said in a statement.^

The online writings by Lau¬ 
rel Harper date from a 
year ago to nine years 
ago and offer fresh insight 
into the gunman, 26-year-

Mercer, and his relation¬ 
ship with his mother. 

The Associated Press didn’t 
speak with Harper about 
the postings, but in them 
she offered an email ad¬ 
dress that is linked to her. 
Harper and son shared an 
apartment outside Rose¬ 
burg. Investigators have 
recovered 14 firearms six 
found at Umpqua Com¬ 
munity College, where the 
killings occurred, and eight 
at the apartment. Neigh¬ 
bors of the mother and 
son in California, where 
they lived before moving 
to Oregon in 2013, have 
said Harper-Mercer and 
his mother would go target 
shooting together. 
Investigators say Harper- 
Mercer’s mother has told 
them the son was strug¬ 
gling with some mental 
health issues. 

In her online postings. Lau¬ 
rel Harper talked about 
her love of guns and her 
son’s emotional troubles 
but there are no hints of 


worry that he could be¬ 
come violent. 

“I keep two full mags in my 
Glock case. And the ARs & 
AKs all have loaded mags. 
No one will be ‘dropping’ 
by my house uninvited 
without acknowledge¬ 
ment,” reads a 3-year-old 
posting. 

She was referring to a 
Glock handgun and to 
military-style rifles. A Glock 
and a military-style rifle 
were among the weapons 
seized after the Roseburg 
shooting rampage. 

Laurel Harper wrote in an¬ 
other posting: “I love the 
long guns & I have an AK- 
47 en route.” She com¬ 
plained about gun-control 
efforts in “lame states.” 

She posted several times 
that her son had Asperg¬ 
er’s syndrome, a mild form 
of autism. 

One posting reads: “He’s 
no babbling idiot nor is his 
life worthless. He’s very in¬ 
telligent and is working on 
a career in filmmaking.”□ 


Thousands of US drug inmates set for early release 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Thou¬ 
sands of federal inmates 
serving sentences for drug 
crimes are set for early re¬ 
lease next month under a 
cost-cutting measure in¬ 
tended to reduce the U.S. 
prison population. 

The more than 5,500 in¬ 
mates set to go free in No¬ 
vember are among the 
first of what could eventu¬ 
ally be tens of thousands 


eligible for release. The U.S. 
Sentencing Commission 
voted last year to retroac¬ 
tively apply substantially 
lower recommended sen¬ 
tences for those convicted 
of drug-related felonies. 
The commission, an inde¬ 
pendent panel that sets 
federal sentencing policy, 
estimated the prison terms 
would be cut by an aver¬ 
age of 25 months. 


Under the program, a 
judge reviews each prison¬ 
er’s case to decide if his or 
her release would jeopar¬ 
dize public safety. Most of 
those eligible for consider¬ 
ation have already served 
10 years or more. 

The Justice Department es¬ 
timates that roughly 40,000 
prisoners could benefit 
from the program in the 
coming years. 


The changes are part of a 
national bipartisan effort to 
rethink decades-long sen¬ 
tences for drug offenders, 
who are roughly half the 
federal prison population. 
Reform advocates have 
long criticized sentencing 
disparities rooted in 1980s 
War on Drugs legislation 
that targeted crack co¬ 
caine. The Justice Depart¬ 
ment issued new clemency 


criteria last year designed 
to encourage thousands 
of additional inmates to 
seek an early release. Two 
years ago, then-Attorney 
General Eric Holder di¬ 
rected federal prosecutors 
to avoid seeking manda¬ 
tory minimum sentences 
— which limit the discretion 
of judges to impose shorter 
sentences — for nonviolent 
drug offendersO

Car bombers claimed by IS kill 15 in Yemen’s Aden

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — Sui¬ 
cide car bombings target¬ 
ing exiled Yemeni officials 
and the Saudi and Emirati 
troops backing their ef¬ 
forts to retake the country 
killed at least 15 people 
Tuesday in the port city of 
Aden, authorities said. A 
new Islamic State affiliate 
claimed responsibility for 
the assault, which officials 
earlier blamed on Yemen’s 
Shiite rebels. 

The addition of fhe ex¬ 
tremist Islamic State group, 
which holds a third of Syria 
and Iraq in its self-declared 
“caliphate,” only would 
add further chaos to the 
civil war gripping the Arab 
world’s poorest country. 
Up until Tuesday, the Sunni 


extremists largely targeted 
Shiites in Yemen as a myr¬ 
iad of forces fought over 
the ouster of internation¬ 
ally recognized President 
Abed Rabbo Mansour 
Hadi by the Shiite rebels 
known as Houthis. 

The early morning attack 
on the Al Qasr Hotel & Re¬ 
sort, a large compound 
that Yemeni officials use 
as a headquarters, likely 
changed that. A blast

Those assaults hit the 
palace of Sheikh Fareed 
Al Awlaqi, which Emirafi 
froops and the Emirati Red 
Crescent had been using, 
as well as a nearby coali¬ 
tion military camp, the 
state-owned The National 
newspaper of Abu Dhabi 
reported. The United Arab 
Emirates' official WAM 
news agency quoted un¬ 
named “informed sources 
and witnesses” as saying 


the attacks killed 15 peo¬ 
ple, including allied Yeme¬ 
ni forces. The general com¬ 
mand of the UAE’s armed 
forces said the dead in¬ 
cluded four Emirafi soldiers, 
though the Saudi Press 
Agency said three Emiratis 
and one Saudi died. The 
discrepancy could not be 
reconciled. 

Rajeh Badi, a spokesman 
for Yemen’s exiled govern¬ 
ment, said all government 
ministers and the prime 


minister were safe and un¬ 
hurt. He blamed suicide 
car bombers for fhe at¬ 
tacks. 

That conflicted with the of¬ 
ficial Saudi Press Agency, 
which blamed incoming 
Russian-designed Katyusha 
rockets for the blasts. Those 
rockets are part of the Ye¬ 
meni military stockpile that 
the Houthis, as well as al- 
Qaida’s local branch in 
the country, have seized 
amid the war’s chaos. □ 


Iraq: IS claims wave of attacks that killed 56 


BAGHDAD (AP) — The Is¬ 
lamic State group claimed 
responsibility on Tuesday 
for a series of affacks that 
rocked different parts of 
Iraq and killed at least 56 
people the night before. 
The extremist group said a 
suicide bomber blew up 
his explosives-laden car 
among Shiite militia mem¬ 
bers in the Shiite-majority 
town of al-Khales in the 
country’s eastern Diyala 
province. Iraqi officials said 
the attack hit a commer¬ 
cial area, killing at least 


32 people and wounding 
58 others. It added that 
militants also detonated 
a car bomb in Baghdad’s 
northeastern neighbor¬ 
hood of Husseiniya that 
killed at least 14 people 
and wounded 25 others. 
The group also claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for an attack on 
Shiites in Basra’s southwest 
suburb of al-Zubair, killing 
at least 10 people. The 
Sunni-dominated al-Zubair 
is located 50 kilometers (31 
miles) southwest of Basra. 
The Associated Press could 


not immediately verify the 
authenticity of the state¬ 
ments, issued on different 
Twitter accounts, but its 
language and phrasing 
is consistent with past IS 
claims of responsibility. 

IS controls large swaths of 
Iraq's north and west, in¬ 
cluding its second-largest 
city of Mosul and most of 
Anbar province. It regularly 
targets Shiite neighbor¬ 
hoods and government 
installations in an effort to 
destabilize the Shiite-led 
government in Baghdad.Q

zation for Security and Co¬ 
operation in Europe. 
Donetsk had planned an 
election on Oct. 18 and 
Luhansk was going to vote 
on Nov. 1. 

In exchange for postpon¬ 
ing the vote, the separatists 
say Ukraine must grant a 
special status to the mostly 
Russian-speaking region, 
broadly called Donbass, 
as envisioned by Minsk 
peace accord. “This paves 
the way for Ukraine's re¬ 
turn to Donbass by helping 
to conduct the election in 
accordance with Ukrainian 
law, on the basis of OSCE 
standards and certainly 
without the occupation 
forces,” Ukrainian President 


Petro Poroshenko said. 

U.S. State Department 
spokesman Mark Toner 
also welcomed the rebels’ 
decision. 

“People living in separatist- 
controlled areas deserve 
to pick their local officials 
in elections that meet in¬ 
ternational standards, are 
compliant with Ukrainian 
law and monitored by the 
OSCE,” he told reporters in 
Washington. 

Leonid Slutsky, a top mem¬ 
ber of the foreign affairs 
committee in Russia’s par¬ 
liament, said he welcomed 
the move “but I have 
doubts about how much 
capacity Poroshenko has 
to fulfill his obligations.”□ 


MOSCOW (AP) — Officials 
in rebel-controlled eastern 
Ukraine announced Tues¬ 
day they will postpone lo¬ 
cal elections that were 
going to be held shortly, 
sidestepping a contentious 
issue that had blocked 
progress toward a resolu¬ 
tion for the war in Ukraine. 


Ukraine’s president and 
Russian lawmakers hailed 
the move as a step toward 
peace. More than 8,000 
people have been killed 
since April 2014 during 
fighting between Ukrainian 
government troops and 
the Russia-backed sepa¬ 
ratists.

Palestinian leader Abbas appeals for calm

JERUSALEM (AP) — Pales¬ 
tinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas called Tuesday for 
calm after several weeks 
of heightened unrest with 
Israel, saying his people 
had no interest in any fur¬ 
ther “escalation” and urg¬ 
ing renewed dialogue. 

The comments marked 
the Palestinian leader's 
strongest attempt yet to 
restore calm after the 
worst outbreak of fighting 
in months, and came as 
Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 


jamin Netanyahu vowed 
to take even tougher 
measures to quell the vio¬ 
lence. 

The clashes erupted three 
weeks ago at the start of 
the Jewish new year and 
have turned more violent 
in recent days. Four Israe¬ 
lis were killed last week in 
shooting and stabbing 
attacks in Jerusalem and 
the West Bank, while Israe¬ 
li forces have killed four 
Palestinians, including a 
13-year-old boy, amid vio¬ 
lent protests. 

Both Abbas and Netan¬ 


yahu are dealing with 
precarious domestic situ¬ 
ations as they try to find a 
way out of the crisis. 
Netanyahu is under heavy 
pressure, particularly from 
hard-liners in his governing 
coalition, to respond with 
a tough crackdown. Ab¬ 
bas, fed up with years of 
diplomatic paralysis and 
unpopular with his public, 
does not want to appear 
to be caving in to Israeli 
pressure. Yet neither man 
has an interest in seeing 
the violence spin out of

— A yacht carrying two 
Britons, an American, a 
Canadian and a Filipino 
disappeared while sailing 
in waters that were lashed 
by a storm last week, the 
Philippine coast guard said 


Tuesday. 

A coast guard search 
team on a plane Tuesday 
spotted what appeared to 
be a floating body, orange 
objects and an oil slick in 
the high seas about 400 ki¬ 
lometers (250 miles) west of 
the northwestern Philippine 
city of Laoag, but it has yet 


to confirm if they were from 
the yacht Europa, coast 
guard spokesman Cmdr. 
Armand Balilo said. Hong 
Kong and the Philippines 
have dispatched planes 
and alerted ships in the 
area. The British embassy in 
Manila confirmed two of its 
nationals were on board. 


“We are liaising urgently 
with the local authorities 
concerning search and 
rescue operations and pro¬ 
viding support to the fami¬ 
lies,” if said in a statement. 
The 18.2-meter (60-foot) 
yacht left Hong Kong on 
Thursday and was sup¬ 
posed to arrive in Subic 


Bay northwest of Manila 
not later than Monday. 
An emergency position- 
indicating radio beacon 
on the boat was activated 
Saturday, indicating the 
vessel was experiencing 
difficulties, the Royal Hong 
Kong Yacht Club said in a 
statement. □

— Fighting erupted anew

The clashes and the dire 
warnings underscored the 
tenuous hold authorities 
have on Kunduz, a strate¬ 
gic city whose brief fall to 
the Taliban last week was 
an embarrassing blow to 
President Ashraf Ghani. 
The Afghan government 
has also been criticized for 
ignoring warnings of the 
city’s vulnerability to Tal¬ 
iban attack. 

The bombing early Satur¬ 
day of a hospital in Kun¬ 


duz operated by Doctors 
Without Borders — in which 
at least 22 people were 
killed — has raised wider 
questions as to the circum¬ 


stances that led to the 
prominent medical charity 
being hit in a U.S. airstrike. 
Joanne Liu, the president 
of Doctors Without Borders, 


continued the charity’s 
harsh criticism of fhe U.S. 
and Afghan military and 
civilian authorities with a 
statement reiterating as¬ 


sertions that the bombing 
of the hospital was deliber¬ 
ate. 

“Statements from the Af¬ 
ghanistan government 
have claimed that Taliban 
forces were using the hos¬ 
pital to fire on coalition 
forces. These statemenfs 
imply fhaf Afghan and U.S. 
forces working together 
decided to raze to the 
ground a fully functioning 
hospital, which amounts 
to an admission of a war 
crime,” Liu said in a state¬ 
ment Tuesday. 

At least 12 staff and 10 
patients, including three 
children, were killed in the 
bombing, and 37 people 
were injured, including 19 
staffers, the group has said. 
The incident is being inves¬ 
tigated, with preliminary 
results expected in the 
coming days.Q 


Indian cleric aims to stop Muslim youth from joining IS

NEW DELHI (AP) — The chief 
cleric of Bangalore’s main 
mosque said Tuesday that 
he has advised the heads 
of hundreds of mosques 
in India’s technology hub 
to actively counter propa¬ 
ganda by extremist Islamic 
groups by reaching out to 
young people in colleges 
and on social media. 
Mohamed Maqsood Im¬ 
ran, chief cleric of the 


city's Jamia Masjid, said he 
is urging Muslim clerics to 
alert young men and their 
families about attempts 
by groups such as Islamic 
State to recruit them. 

Imran said he wants Muslim 
leaders to caution people 
about the agenda of Is¬ 
lamic State extremists. 

“The message we want to 
convey is that Islam stands 
for humanity and not vio¬ 
lence and intolerance,” 
Imran said by telephone 


from Bangalore. 

“Many young people to¬ 
day are going astray. It is 
our duty to prevent them 
from being misled,” he 
said. 

In his letter, written in the 
Urdu language, Imran said 
the Prophet had warned 
against the killing of wom¬ 
en, children, old people 
and unarmed men. “Then 
how can the bombing and 
killing of innocent people 
be justified?” 


India’s approximately 
180 million Muslims gener¬ 
ally hold moderate views 
and have opposed the 
extreme practices of the 
Islamic State group and al- 
Qaida. Muslims constitute 
about 14 percent of In¬ 
dia’s population of about 
1.3 billion. 

However, in recent months, 
there have been concerns 
that extremist groups are 
trying to recruit fighters 
from among Indian Mus¬ 


lims. Last month, more than 
1,000 Muslim clerics in In¬ 
dia ratified a religious edict 
condemning the Islamic 
State group, calling its ac¬ 
tions un-lslamic. 

Over the past few months, 
Indian authorities have 
stopped around two dozen 
young people from leav¬ 
ing the country allegedly 
to join Islamic State fight¬ 
ers. Officials say fhey have 
evidence that 17 Indians 
have joined the group.Q

SANTA CATARINA PINULA, 
Guatemala (AP) — The 
warning signs were ev¬ 
erywhere in the canyon 
neighborhood of Cambray 
on the outskirts of Guate¬ 
mala City, where a mud¬ 
slide buried hundreds of 
people last week. 

Residents lived with regular 
falling rocks and flooding 
from the adjacent Pinula 
River. Evelyn de Cifuen- 
tes said her mother-in-law 
was killed in a smaller slide 
in 2010 next to her own 
house. A November report 
by Guatemala’s National 
Disaster Reduction Com¬ 
mission said there were 
“fractures in blocks of ma¬ 
terial that can indicate 
future slides," and people 
should be moved out. 

But the area wasn’t de¬ 
clared uninhabitable until 
Monday, four days after 
hundreds of people almost 
certainly perished when a 
hillside buried acres of the 
neighborhood. The official 
death count stood at 161 
Tuesday, with 300 people 
still believed to be missing. 


The Guatemala prosecu¬ 
tor’s office announced it 
will conduct an investiga¬ 
tion into who was respon¬ 
sible for allowing the dan¬ 
gerous conditions to exist. 
“We will establish the de¬ 
gree of responsibility as 
best we can — who autho¬ 
rized construction in that 


area, and whether some¬ 
one didn't take appropri¬ 
ate action to avoid this 
tragedy,” said prosecutor 
Rotman Perez of the politi¬ 
cal crimes section. 

Perez said all aspects are 
under investigation, includ¬ 
ing who was given the re¬ 
port from the disaster com¬ 


mission, whether anything 
was done, who had juris¬ 
diction over the area and 
who was collecting the 
taxes. 

About 250 people re¬ 
mained in two municipal 
shelters barred from return¬ 
ing to their homes. They 
said they hadn’t received 


any information on relo¬ 
cation, but had been told 
that it’s coming. 

“There were slides, but just 
pieces,” said Marco Anto¬ 
nio Pu, 17, now in a shelter 
with his family after losing 
their home built the year 
he was born. “But we nev¬ 
er imagined one like this.” 
Human rights prosecutor 
Jorge de Leon Duque said 
he is calling for munici¬ 
pal authorities to remove 
50 other families still in the 
area. He said if it's not 
done, he will seek a court 
order. 

He said similar danger¬ 
ous conditions exist all 
over Guatemala. The di¬ 
saster commission, known 
as Conred, says there are 
8,000 threatened loca¬ 
tions. 

“We have a huge risk that 
this could happen again," 
de Leon said. “You can't 
authorize homes in areas 
with dangerous condi¬ 
tions.” 

Conred issued at least two 
other reports, in 2001 and 
2008, identifying Cambray 
as high risk, commission 
spokesman David de Leon 
saidO 


Mexico City investigates reports of dog poisoning at park

MEXICO CITY (AP) — A 

popular dog run in a pic¬ 
turesque Mexico City park 
remained closed Tuesday 
following reported cases of 
dog poisoning. 

Orange tape surrounded 
the fenced-off dog area at 
Parque Mexico in the well- 
to-do Condesa neighbor¬ 
hood in the central part of 
the capital. Large banners 
hung on the fence warning 
of a “Red Alert" that dogs 
are being poisoned. The 
shady area where dogs 


usually play was empty 
and unusually silent. 
Smaller paper signs posted 
throughout the park by the 
local government advised 
dog owners to keep their 
pets on leashes while an in¬ 
vestigation into the poison¬ 
ing continued. 

Several police officers 
standing outside the dog 
run said they did not know 
when it would reopen. One 
sign posted by a Facebook 
group on the gate had 
photos of nine dogs that 
it said had been poisoned 
since Sept. 29. 


Javier Hidalgo, director 
of the environmental and 
mobility department for 
the local government, said 
12 dogs had died in veteri¬ 
nary clinics with symptoms 
that could indicate poison¬ 
ing and officials received 
reports of six other suspi¬ 
cious deaths. 

One of those was “Daisy,” 
described as a “mutt of 
the best sort” by her owner, 
Caroline Owen. Owen said 
she and her husband were 
aware of reports about 
poisoning around Parque 
Mexico when they were 


out Friday night walking 
their three dogs. 

She said they were vigi¬ 
lant and kept the dogs on 
leashes while limiting the 
walk to the park's perim¬ 
eter. But at 3 a.m., they 
awoke to find Daisy con¬ 
vulsing and foaming at the 
mouth. The other two dogs 
showed no symptoms. 
Owen had her dead pet’s 
body frozen and it is under¬ 
going toxicology tests at 
a lab at Mexico's national 
university. 

“It can’t be a coinci¬ 
dence that all of a sud¬ 


den there are so many ill 
dogs,” Owen said. She said 
she had heard of similar 
cases at nearby Parque 
Espana as well. Informa¬ 
tion spread rapidly on so¬ 
cial media. The Facebook 
page “Cuidando Nuestros 
Perritos,” or “Taking Care of 
Our Dogs,” posted photos 
of pets and testimonials by 
distraught owners. Alberto 
Franco Paz, who lives in 
the neighboring Escandon 
neighborhood, sat outside 
the dog run with his yellow 
Labrador retriever Jackie 
on Tuesday.Q

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Collins, Gibbons among 4 managers making playoff debuts

NEW YORK (AP) — Late in 
the season, as the New 
York Mets closed in on their 
NL East championship, one 
opponent after another 
sat in the visitors’ dugout at 
Citi Field and commended 
manager Terry Collins. 
“Real happy forT.C.,” was 
the sentiment echoed by 
Atlanta skipper Fredi Gon¬ 
zalez and others. 

The popular Collins, at 66 
the oldest manager in 
the majors and the con¬ 
summate baseball lifer, is 
about to make his playoff 
managerial debut. He’s 
one of four bench bosses 
who reached the post¬ 
season for the first time this 
year — each the fulfillment 
of a unique journey. 

“It means a lot to me,” Col¬ 
lins said late last week. “We 
sat up here and we told 
our fan base and our me¬ 
dia that it's going to get 
better and next year we're 
going to win. And then to 
be sitting today and say 
we told you, it means a lot. 
It does.” 

Texas rookie Jeff Banister, 
Toronto retread John Gib¬ 
bons and Houston whiz kid 
A.J. Hinch are the other 
managers making their 
initial October moves this 
month. 

In his second stint running 
the Blue Jays, Gibbons fi¬ 
nally guided them to their 
first playoff berth in 22 
years. The AL East champs 
host Banister and the 
Rangers on Thursday in the 
opener of their best-of-five 
Division Series. 

“I was able to exhale a lit¬ 
tle bit,” Gibbons said. “A lot 
of satisfaction." 

Now comes the hard part. 
Even the first-timers are 
well aware that being a 
novice is no picnic in the 
playoffs, when every pres¬ 
sure-packed decision gets 
magnified and scrutinized.

Plenty of successful man¬ 
agers, from Casey Stengel 
and Grady Little years ago 
to Matt Williams and Ned 
Yost just last season, have 
been widely criticized — 
even vilified — for fateful 
moves gone wrong. 

This time of year, fans are 
not forgiving. 

“The first thing you have 
to do is forget about the 
regular season," said Hall 
of Fame hockey coach 
Scotty Bowman, who chat¬ 
ted with Gibbons behind 
the batting cage Saturday 
before the Blue Jays faced 
Tampa Bay. “The way you 
played in the season is 
probably not going to be 
good enough. You’ve got 
to be a little better.” 
Bowman won a record 
nine Stanley Cups. Mean¬ 
while, Collins and the rest 
of this year's playoff neo¬ 
phytes have been working 
their entire careers to earn 
one shot at a World Series 
ring. 

“I’m a baseball guy and 
I’m a baseball develop¬ 
ment guy,” said Collins, 
who leads the Mets against 
the Dodgers beginning Fri¬ 
day night in Los Angeles. 
“This summer, all I did was 
write the lineup and try to 
keep the clubhouse a fun 
place to be, and it worked 
out. So I was pretty happy 
the other day when we 


won that thing." 

Hinch gets the first crack 
at winning in the playoffs 
when his surprising Astros 
play at Yankee Stadium 
in the AL wild-card game 
Tuesday night. 

“Octobers usually come 
through New York. At least 
they have in my career," 
he said Monday. 

Hinch was 34 and by far 
the youngest manager in 
the majors when the Stan¬ 
ford graduate took over 
the Arizona Diamondbacks 
in 2009. 

With no previous experi¬ 


ence in that role, his inef¬ 
fective tenure didn’t last 
long. But he’s been a big 
hit this year in his first season 
piloting the young Astros. 
“Very open door. Very 
much a player’s manag¬ 
er. For us, that's great. We 
need a guy like that, that 
lets us play,” Houston ace 
Dallas Keuchel said. “Kind 
of a trial by fire, but he has 
our backs. That’s what he's 
done all year.” 

Collins’ career could hard¬ 
ly be more opposite. He 
managed in Japan and 
Venezuela, Vero Beach 


and Buffalo. He coached 
with Tampa Bay, scouted 
for the Chicago Cubs and 
spent more than a decade 
all told with the Dodgers 
during separate stints in 
their storied farm system. 
Along the way, the di¬ 
minutive pepper pot de¬ 
veloped a fiery reputation 
and seemingly crossed 
paths with almost everyone 
in baseball. Still, he likes to 
joke about how his wife 
calls him an “idiot” when¬ 
ever a pinch hitter or pitch¬ 
ing change backfires. 
Collins managed Triple- 
A Albuquerque to a 1987 
championship in the Pa¬ 
cific Coast League. But un¬ 
til now, his only chance to 
wear a big league uniform 
in the postseason came as 
mentor Jim Leyland’s bull¬ 
pen coach with the 1992 
Pittsburgh Pirates. 

Once he got his opportuni¬ 
ty to manage in the majors, 


Collins finished in second 
place five times during the 
1990s, his Astros and Angels 
teams squandering several 
late leads. 

This time around. New York 
made needed moves to 
upgrade its muddling of¬ 
fense before the July 31 
trade deadline. Given 
enough talent to win for 
the first time in his five-year 
tenure, Collins steered the 
Mets expertly as Yoenis 
Cespedes and Co. wiped 
out heavily favored Wash¬ 
ington to claim the club's 
first playoff spot since 2006. 
“In my years of manag¬ 
ing in the major leagues, 
I never had these kind of 
changes on my team, and 
I was in pennant races for 
five straight years until the 
last week,” Collins said. 
“Now I see what the dif¬ 
ference can make. I cer¬ 
tainly wish I would have 
known that at those times 
because I would have 
pushed a lot harder to 
make some moves.” 
Nevertheless, his task with 
the Mets has been a com¬ 
plicated challenge. New 
York often juggled its rota¬ 
tion down the stretch to 
rest its prized young pitch¬ 
ers — front-office decisions 
that sometimes ran coun¬ 
ter to Collins’ old-school 
instincts. 

“He says things when he 
needs to, but he's definitely 
not on us all the time,” Mets 
outfielder Curtis Grander- 
son said. “Lets us go ahead 
and learn from our bruises 
— all right, we fell down, 
we’ve got to find a way to 
pick ourselves back up.” 
Entering his first postseason 
as a manager, that's one 
move Collins mastered

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Royals to give

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — 

The Royals will start hard- 
throwing youngster Yor- 
dano Ventura in Game 
1 of the AL Division Series, 
regardless of whether Kan¬ 
sas City plays the Yankees 
or Astros on Thursday night. 
Royals manager Ned Yost 
announced his starter be¬ 
fore Tuesday’s workout at 
Kauffman Stadium. Johnny 
Cueto will pitch the sec¬ 
ond game and Edinson 
Volquez will start Game 3, 
with the rest of the rotation 
to be announced only if 
Games 4 and 5 are neces¬ 
sary. 

“For us, the last two weeks, 
three weeks, all three of 
those guys have been 
throwing the ball good,” 
Yost said. “Ventura has 
been excellent in his last 
six, seven starts. 

And we wanted to keep 
everybody on five days’ 
rest. We thought that 
would work out best for us.” 
The 24-year-old Ventura 
weathered a rollercoaster 
year that saw him briefly 
banished to Triple-A Oma¬ 
ha. But the star of Game 
6 of last year's World Se¬ 
ries rebounded down the 
stretch, flashing his 100 
mph fastball while going 
4-1 with a 3.14 ERA in seven 
starts in September. 

He allowed one run and 
four hits over seven innings 
— striking out 11 — on Sat¬ 
urday in Minnesota. 

That string of success 
earned Ventura the Game 
1 nod over the 29-year-old 
Cueto, whom many ex¬ 
pected to anchor the Roy¬ 
als' playoff rotation when 
he was acquired from Cin¬ 
cinnati in July.

But while Cueto has 
pitched better his last four 
outings, he went through 
a long slump in late Au¬ 
gust and early September. 
Throw in the fact he is just 
0-2 with a 5.19 ERA in three 
playoff starts with the Reds, 
and the decision to start 
Ventura in the opener be¬ 
came clear. 

Volquez, who will start 
Game 3 on the road, has 
lost both of his previous 
postseason starts. 

“Really, your ace is who¬ 
ever is pitching that par¬ 
ticular night. Everybody on 
your playoff roster is there 
to help you win games,” 
said Royals general man¬ 
ager Dayton Moore when 
asked about Cueto start¬ 
ing Game 2. “We're going 
to need everyone in our 
rotation." 

Yost was still considering 
the rest of his playoff ros¬ 
ter Tuesday, though he did 
say it would not depend 
on whether New York or 
Houston wins the AL wild¬ 
card game. 

The bigger issue for Yost 
was finding the right bal¬ 
ance between speed and 
power off the bench. 

“We like the speed as¬ 
pect.

SEATTLE (AP) — Seattle 
safety Kam Chancellor 
knocked the ball from the 
hands of Detroit’s Calvin 
Johnson at the 1-yard line 
to prevent the Lions tak¬ 
ing the lead, and the Se¬ 
ahawks held on for a 13-10 
win on Monday. 

With Detroit on the verge 
of capping a 91-yard drive 
with the go-ahead touch¬ 
down with less than 2 min¬ 
utes remaining. Chancellor 
came from the side and 
punched the ball from 
Johnson’s arm as he was 
diving into the end zone. 
The ball was then guided 
over the back line by K.J. 
Wright for a touchback 
and Seattle's ball at the 20. 
Wright could have been 
called for illegal touching 
for hitting the ball out of 
the end zone, which would 
have given the ball back 
to Detroit. 

But no flags were thrown 
and on the ensuing posses¬ 
sion, Russell Wilson found 
Jermaine Kearse for 50 
yards on third down. With 
Detroit out of timeouts, the 
Seahawks (2-2) ran off the 
final seconds of their sec¬ 
ond straight win. 

Detroit fell to 0-4 for its worst 
start since 2010 — when the 
Lions also lost their first four 
on their way to a 6-10 sea¬ 
son — and with a schedule 
that offers little relief going 
forward. 

It was a winning but ugly 
performance by the home 
team, filled with offensive 
mistakes and two fourth- 
quarter fumbles by Wilson, 
the second returned 27 
yards for a touchdown by 
Caraun Reid to pull Detroit 


to 13-10. 

However, Seattle’s defense 
stood up. 

The Lions converted a big 
third down on Golden 
Tate’s 22-yard catch-and- 
run and reached the Seat¬ 
tle 46-yard line with 3 min¬ 
utes left. Matthew Stafford 
then zipped a pass to third- 
string tight end Tim Wright 
down the seam for 26 yards 
to the Seattle 20 with 2:30 
remaining. 


The Lions to the Seattle 11 
and on third-and-1, Staf¬ 
ford passed to an open 
Johnson.

Chancellor 
came across and knocked 
the ball free. 

Seattle has not allowed an

Seattle running back Mar- 
shawn Lynch missed a 
game for the first time in 


four years due to back 
problems that flared up dur¬ 
ing the pregame warmup. 
His replacement Thomas 
Rawls struggled against the 
strong Lions defense, gain¬ 
ing just 48 yards on 17 car¬ 
ries. 

Stafford was 24 of 35 for 203 
yards for Detroit, which lost

INCHEON, South Korea (AP) 

— Dustin Johnson hasn’t 
lost a match while play¬ 
ing for the United States in 
nearly four years. 

Parf of that is because he’s 
very good. 

Any discussion about 
American talent in golf 
would have fo include fhe 
31-year-old Johnson, who 
has won in every PGA Tour 
season since he was a 
rookie in 2008 fresh out of 
Coastal Carolina. He has 
chased majors, falling short 
either by bad luck (Cham¬ 
bers Bay), a bad shot (Roy¬ 
al St. George’s), bad golf 
(Pebble Beach) or a bad 
setup (bunkers at Whistling 
Straits). 

But there's another reason 
that Johnson hasn’t lost a 
match in so long. He hasn’t 
played a team event since 
the 2012 Ryder Cup at Me- 
dinah. 

Johnson was left off fhe 
Presidents Cup team two 
years ago when he finished 
12th in the U.S. standings, 
and captain Fred Cou¬ 
ples passed over Johnson 
and Jim Furyk in favor of 
20-year-old rookie Jordan 
Spiefh. 

“I was prefty (upsef) I didn’t 


get picked,” Johnson said 
with a laugh. “Why you got 
to bring that up?" 

And then last year involved 
extenuating, if not myste¬ 
rious, circumstances. He 
easily would have qualified 
for fhe feam except for tak¬ 
ing an indefinite leave from 
golf to seek professional 
help from what he de¬ 
scribed only as “personal 
challenges.” 

Even so, the record shows 
that Chari Schwartzel is the 
last player to beat him, in 
Sunday singles at Royal 
Melbourne in 2011. John¬ 
son went 3-0 at Medinah 
the following year, one of 
only three Americans to win 
a singles match in Europe’s 
record-tying comeback. 
“Even though it's been a 
little bit, it didn't feel like it's 
been that long," Johnson 
said. “It's the same guys, 
kind of the same team.” 
Not really. 

Only six American players 
are at the Jack Nicklaus 
Golf Club Korea who were 
on the last team that in¬ 
cluded Johnson. Even last 
year, three players who 
had been considered reg¬ 
ulars for the Ryder Cup or 
Presidents Cup didn’t make 
the team. 

Zach Johnson was stunned 


to hear that Dustin John¬ 
son hasn’t played in these 
team events in three years, 
until he gave it some more 
thought. 

“It's surprising to a degree,” 
he said. “It’s just an illustra¬ 
tion of how deep and how 
good the PGA Tour is.” 
Hunter Mahan was in sev¬ 
en of the last eight team 
competitions — he only 
missed Medinah in 2012 
— and wasn't even part 
of the conversation this 
year. Mahan struggled 
with a growing family and 
his game and missed the 
Tour Championship for 
the first time since the Fe¬ 
dEx Cup began in 2007. 
He ended last year at No. 
22 in the world, and now is 
struggling to stay in the top 
50. 

Keegan Bradley made an 
auspicious Ryder Cup de¬ 
but in 2012 with Phil Mick¬ 
elson, played on the next 
two teams and is fading 
from view. Bradley hasn't 
won a tournament since 
the Bridgestone Invitational 
three years ago. 

Webb Simpson missed his 
first team this year since 
2010.

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Pressing Down

In the late fifties attend¬ 
ing the Miami Country 
Day School or Boys in Mi¬ 
ami Shores I woke up one 
morning in my dormitory 
with a fever and the clas¬ 
sical symptoms of mea¬ 
sles the three Cs—cough, 
coryza (runny nose) and 
conjunctivitis (red eyes). 
Of course those were the 
days, before the MMS vac¬ 
cine when children were 
still allowed to get measles. 
I duly reported to the infir¬ 
mary to sweat out my fe¬ 
ver that would last at least 
three days. 

Five days later, I was still in 
the infirmary. My bout with 
the virus had been uncom¬ 
plicated, yet the physi¬ 
cian who came in every 
afternoon hearing I was 
still sleeping most of the 
day, would not order my 
discharge from the school 
infirmary. The doctor made 
sure I had not had diarrhea 
checked me carefully with 
his stethoscope for pneu¬ 
monia. He knew compli¬ 
cations are usually more 
severe amongst adults who 
catch the virus and that the 
fatality rate from measles 
in children or for otherwise 
healthy people in devel¬ 
oped countries is low. Why 
was I still lethargic? 

Asking some questions 
about my home back in 
Aruba, I heard the good 
doctor, on his way out of 
the infirmary arguing with 
the school nurse. Several 
minutes later with much 
complaining the nurse 
brought me a cup of cof¬ 
fee laden with milk and 
sugar. Even though she 
had been told that coffee 
and milk was usual break¬ 
fast beverage for Hispanic 
children; this matron was 
devoutly against giving 
coffee to children.

Aggressive an¬ 
tidepressant medication 
advertisement promises to 
get you out of your funk by 
taking their little pill. How¬ 
ever, the small print paints 
a more dangerous picture. 
For a safer alternative for 
your symptoms, call for an 
appointment.

Toyota shows self-driving technology being readied for 2020

TOKYO (AP) — Toyota 
unveiled its vision for self¬ 
driving cars in a challenge 
to other automakers as 
well as industry newcomer 
Google Inc., promising to 
start selling such vehicles in 
Japan by 2020. 

Toyota Motor Corp. dem¬ 
onstrated on a regular 
Tokyo freeway Tuesday 
what it called the “mobil¬ 
ity teammate concept,” 
meaning the driver and 
the artificial intelligence in 
a sensor-packed car work 
together as a team. 

In the demonstration, a 
Lexus drove itself wifhin fhe 
60 kpm (37 mph) speed 
limit for about 10 minutes, 
changing lanes, braking 
and steering. The human 
at the wheel did nothing 
except turn on a button to 
kick in the technology. 
Toyota's plans are part of 
a larger Japanese govern¬ 
ment initiative to pioneer 
automated driving in time 
for the 2020 Tokyo Olym¬ 
pics. 

It also marks a shift for Toy¬ 
ota, which has been work¬ 
ing on such technology 
since the 1990s but with 
great caution, warning 
that the idea of a driverless 
car was unrealistic, even 
dangerous. 

With the advancement of 
sensors and telecommu¬ 
nications, such technol¬ 
ogy has been increasingly 
catching on, particularly as 
a safety measure in hard to 
execute maneuvers such 
as parking. 

“Our goal is to offer fhe 
freedom of movement to 
everyone, including the 
elderly and the disabled,” 
said Chief Safety Technol¬ 
ogy Officer Moritaka Yo- 
shida. 

But he acknowledged that 
the technology was not 
yet ready to be used on 
roads with pedestrians and 


bicyclists. Along with curb¬ 
ing emissions with plug-in 
hybrids and fuel cell vehi¬ 
cles, self-driving technolo¬ 
gy is a focus of research for 
the auto industry. Both will 
be highlighted in the up¬ 
coming Tokyo Motor Show, 
which opens to the public 
later this month. 

Google is also testing and 
refining self-driving tech¬ 
nology, putting pressure on 
the auto industry to inno¬ 
vate. Toyota demonstrat¬ 
ed another futuristic auto¬ 
mated technology called 
Intelligent Transportation 
System, which it has been 
testing on roads in the Toy¬ 


ota city area and Tokyo. 
The system will be offered 
as an option in three mod¬ 
els going on sale in Japan 
later this year, including the 
Crown luxury model. 

Tests are starting in the U.S., 
but sales plans are not yet 
decided. 

A vehicle equipped with 
that technology com¬ 
municates with sensory- 
transmission equipment at 
street corners that detects 
oncoming cars, as well as 
pedestrians, and warns the 
vehicle through data trans¬ 
mission. The warning ap¬ 
pears as an image on the 
dashboard, and the car 


beeps. It is useful in alerfing 
drivers to cars and pedestri¬ 
ans popping out from blind 
spots. 

The technology can also 
be used for cars to com¬ 
municate with each other, 
and fine-tune cruise con¬ 
trol, so that the car in the 
back responds more quick¬ 
ly if two cars driving on the 
same street are equipped 
with this technology. 

Toyota officials said the 
technology has tremen¬ 
dous potential to reduce 
accidents, although it is un¬ 
likely to have much of an 
effect in the beginning be¬ 
cause the transmission sen¬ 


sors are installed in only 20 
places, including 15 in Toy¬ 
ota’s headquarters area. 
The plan is to expand that 
to 50 places in Japan by 
spring 2016, according to 
Toyota. 

Nissan has also demonstrat¬ 
ed car-detection technol¬ 
ogy on Yokohama roads, 
but using a different beam¬ 
ing technology. Toyota's 
new transmission system 
uses a different standard 
that will be open for use by 
all automakers in Japan. In 
Japan, accidents at inter¬ 
sections account for about 
40 percent of all traffic 
accidents. □ 
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US group: Put Alibaba site back on “notorious” fakes list 


HONG KONG (AP) — A 

clothing and shoe industry 
group is calling for the U.S. 
government to put Chi¬ 
nese e-commerce giant 
Alibaba's Taobao site back 
on its list of “Notorious Mar¬ 
kets” for counterfeit goods. 
The American Apparel and 
Footwear Association said 
Tuesday that “counterfeits 
remain rampant” on Tao¬ 
bao three years after it was 
taken off the list. 

The group urged the U.S. 


Trade Representative to 
return Alibaba to its list of 
online and physical mar¬ 
ketplaces that reportedly 
engage in or facilitate sub¬ 
stantial copyright piracy 
and trademark counterfeit¬ 
ing. 

Fakes have been a long- 
running problem for Al¬ 
ibaba Group. Taobao was 
first added to the list in 2011 
and removed a year later 
after the company worked 
with trademark owners to 


clean up the site. 

“Our members face enor¬ 
mous difficulty working with 
Taobao in solving the prob¬ 
lem of counterfeits, mean¬ 
while illegal merchandise 
continues to proliferate,” 
the association’s president, 
Juanita Duggan, said in a 
statement. 

“The sheer volume of coun¬ 
terfeits on the site as re¬ 
ported by our members, 
along with the company's 
unwillingness to make seri¬ 


ous reforms” is behind the 
group's decision to call for 
Taobao's reinstatement to 
the list, she said. 

Members have com¬ 
plained about “the slow, 
sluggish, and confusing sys¬ 
tems Taobao uses to pro¬ 
cess takedown requests” 
for offending listings, the 
group said. It represents 
brands such as American 
Eagle, Jockey, Macy's and 
Abercrombie and Fitch 
Alibaba said in a statement 


that it's ready to discuss 
problems with the group, 
“however for months they 
have refused to meet with 
us.” 

Earlier this year, French lux¬ 
ury products group Kering 
SA, which owns Gucci and 
Yves Saint Laurent, 
filed suit in a New York 
Court against Alibaba, ac¬ 
cusing it of profiting from 
sales of counterfeits de¬ 
spite its pledge to combat 
fakes.Q 


A rally in energy stocks doesn’t lift broader market

NEW YORK (AP) — U.S. 
stocks paused Tuesday, 
closing moderately lower 
after five straight days of 
gains. DuPont and energy 
companies rose sharply, 
but the overall market was 
weighed down by health¬ 
care stocks, especially bio¬ 
technology companies. 
Investors remain mostly in 
standby mode, with the 
closely watched minutes 
from the Federal Reserve’s 
September meeting com¬ 
ing out on Thursday and 
third-quarter company 
earnings just around the 
corner. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average added 13.76 
points, or 0.1 percent, to 
16,790.19. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index lost 7.13 
points, or 0.4 percent, to 
1,979.92 and the Nasdaq 
composite lost 32.90 points. 


hit hard. The Nasdaq Bio¬ 
technology Index fell near¬ 
ly 4 percent after the re¬ 
cently announced 12-na- 
tion Trans-Pacific Partner¬ 
ship trade deal provided 
only eight years of certain 
kinds of drug patent pro¬ 
tection, less than the 12 
years that the industry was 
lobbying for. 

Biotech stocks have been 
hammered in recent 
months because of inves¬ 
tor concerns that the in¬ 
dustry might face more 
scrutiny from Washington 
over its drug pricing prac¬ 
tices. The index is down 24 
percent from its peak in 
late July. 

Barring some geopolitical 
crisis or massive company 
news, the next major move 
for the market will likely 
come Thursday, when in¬ 
vestors will get the minutes 
from the Fed's latest policy 
meeting in September. Q

Wal-Mart expands protein bars to main grocery aisles

NEW YORK (AP) — Protein 
and health bars at Wal- 
Mart are getting ready for 
prime time. 

The world's largest retailer 
plans to expand its offer¬ 
ing of bars like Special K 
and Clif beyond the over- 
the counter section that 
features diet supplements 
to the more visible main 
grocery aisles of some of 
its stores, starting in Janu¬ 
ary. Wal-Mart is also con¬ 
sidering eventually placing 
these nutritional bars near 
the cash registers. 

The move comes as the 


world’s largest retailer, 
along with many other ri¬ 
vals, are going on a health 
kick aimed at their cus¬ 
tomers as they fight to 
grab more of their share of 
the wellness and healthy 
food business. 

Target Corp. announced 
last month that it was 
pushing granola bars and 
healthy grab-and-go 
snacks over candy at the 
checkout aisles in 30 of 
its stores. And CVS Health 
Corp. is also adding more 
fresh foods and healthier 
snacks at many of its loca¬ 
tions while moving bagged 
candy out of prime store 


space in the first aisle. 

As part of this overall push, 
Wal-Mart Stores Inc., based 
in Bentonville, Arkansas, 
also said Tuesday that it will 
be offering free blood glu¬ 
cose, blood pressure, and 
vision screening at all of its 
4,400 stores on Saturday. In 
addition, more than 10,000 
of Wal-Mart licensed phar¬ 
macists will offer immuniza¬ 
tions in select stores for a 
fee. Calling it “America’s 
biggest health fair,” the 
event has expanded from 
its first health fair last year 
when it was held in 2,200 
stores. 

Over the past year, Wal- 


Mart has been expanding 
its preventative and well¬ 
ness products like specialty 
prescriptions. 

“Customer behavior is 
changing,” said Michelle 
Gloeckler, executive vice 
president of consumables 
and health and wellness at 
Wal-Mart’s U.S. division dur¬ 
ing a conference call with 
reporters. “Customers are 
taking an active role in their 
health.” 

For the second year in a 
row, Wal-Mart will be work¬ 
ing with DirectHealth.com, 
an online health insur¬ 
ance comparison site and 
agency, to allow shoppers 


to compare coverage op¬ 
tions and enroll in Medicare 
plans or public exchange 
plans created under the 
Affordable Care Act. Cus¬ 
tomers can enroll online or 
by phone or at more than 
2,400 stores, from Oct. 15 
through Jan. 31. New this 
year, DirectHealth is work¬ 
ing with Jackson Hewitt to 
staff licensed insurance 
agents in about 250 stores. 
These agents will help navi¬ 
gate shoppers with more 
than 70,000 Health Ex¬ 
change plans available to 
them as well as help cus¬ 
tomers older than 65 enroll 
for Medicare. □ 
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PepsiCo boosted by smaller chip bags, non-soda drinks 


PURCHASE, N.Y. (AP) — 

Smaller bags of potato 
chips and drinks that do 
not have Pepsi printed on 
them are helping push up 
PepsiCo's sales. 

PepsiCo Inc. said Tues¬ 
day that snack volume in 
North America rose by 0.5 
percent for the third quar¬ 
ter, while pricing pushed 


up sales for the division by 
2 percent. The maker of 
Frito-Lay chips has been 
increasing options on sizes, 
offering Lay’s potato chips 
in a bag that is two ounces 
smaller than the traditional 
10-ounce bag. 

Tom Greco, the head of Fri- 
to-Lay North America said 
last month that the com¬ 
pany is shaking up bag siz¬ 
es because of shrinking U.S. 
households, but also to im¬ 
prove margins for retailers. 
The company’s drinks unit 
for North America, which 
includes Gatorade and 
Aquafina water, also had 


a volume increase of 3 per¬ 
cent in the quarter, while 
higher pricing pushed up 
revenue by 5 percent. 
Chief Financial Officer 
Hugh Johnston said the 
volume increase in its flag¬ 
ship region was driven by 
a nearly 10 percent rise in 
non-carbonated drinks, 
while sodas saw a 1.9 per¬ 


cent decline. 

Within sodas, Johnston said 
full-calorie drinks declined 
1 percent while diet sodas 
fell 6.5 percent. 

Both Coca-Cola and Pep¬ 
siCo are facing an ongoing 
decline in soda consump¬ 
tion in the U.S., and more 
recently, a move away 
from traditional diet so¬ 
das. PepsiCo has blamed 
the latter trend on worries 
about aspartame, and this 
summer replaced the in¬ 
gredient in Diet Pepsi with 
sucralose, a different artifi¬ 
cial sweetener. 

The company said it is 


too early to tell how that 
sweetener change will 
affect sales of the drink. 
Coca-Cola Co., based in 
Atlanta, reports its third- 
quarter results Oct. 21. 
Meanwhile, CEO Indra 
Nooyi noted that the bev¬ 
erage industry is shifting 
away from sodas to non- 
carbonated drinks such as 


bottled teas. PepsiCo has 
said it stands to benefit 
from the trend, given the 
popularity of drinks like its 
Gatorade. 

“I think focusing on just 
(carbonated soft drinks) is 
a thing of the past,” Nooyi 
said. 

For the quarter ended 
Sept. 5, PepsiCo’s profit 
nevertheless plunged af¬ 
ter it wrote down invest¬ 
ments in Venezuela, tak¬ 
ing a charge of $1.4 bil¬ 
lion, or 92 cents per share, 
and continued to struggle 
with unfavorable currency 
exchange rates. But re¬ 


sults were better than Wall 
Street expected as the 
maker of Quaker Oats and 
Mountain Dew soda hiked 
prices and trimmed costs. 
The company raised its 
2015 earnings growth tar¬ 
get, citing its year-to-date 
results and updated out¬ 
look. 

For the period, PepsiCo 
earned $533 million, or 36 
cents per share. That com¬ 
pares with $2.01 billion, or 
$1.38 per share, a year ear¬ 
lier. 

Stripping out one-time 
charges, it said earn¬ 
ings were $1.35 per share, 
which was 9 cents better 
than Wall Street had ex¬ 
pected, according to a 
poll by Zacks Investment 
Research. 

Total revenue declined to 
$16.33 billion from $17.22 
billion, stung by the impact 
of foreign currency transla¬ 
tion, but was not as bad as 
Wall Street expected. 
Venezuela, which has 
been trying to get control 
of hyperinflation for years, 
is using capital controls 
that have created issues 
for corporations. 

PepsiCo said it will no lon¬ 
ger include the results of its 
local Venezuelan subsidiar¬ 
ies and joint venture in its fi¬ 
nancial statements and will 
include only revenue relat¬ 
ing to those operations to 
record cash received for 
those sales. 

PepsiCo Inc. now antici¬ 
pates a 9 percent increase 
in 2015 core earnings per 
share growth, on a con¬ 
stant currency basis. Its 
prior outlook was for an 8 
percent rise. 

The company's stock 
rose 2 percent to $97.75 
Tuesday.Q

Freeport-McMoRan considers exiting oil and gas 


Yum’s stock plunges 
after KFC parent’s 
slow China recovery 

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) — 

Shares of Yum Brand 
plunged in late trading 
Tuesday after the owner 
of KFC, Pizza Hut and Taco 
Bell cut its profit outlook for 
the year, citing a slower- 
than-expected comeback 
for its key China division. 
The company said it now 
expects full-year earnings 
per share to rise in the low- 
single-digit percentages. 
It had previously forecast 
growth of at least 10 per¬ 
cent for the year, based 
on expectations at the 
time for a strong recovery 
by its stores in China, which 
have been hit by scares 
over food quality. 

In the latest quarter, how¬ 
ever, the company said 
sales in China rose just 2 
percent at established lo¬ 
cations, reflecting a 3 per¬ 
cent increase at KFC and 
1 percent decline at Pizza 
Hut. For the full year, the 
company said it expects 
China’s overall sales at es¬ 
tablished locations to be 
negative. Yum, based in 
Louisville, Kentucky, has 
been trying to win back 
customers after negative 
publicity stemming from 
food supply controversies. 
In the year-ago quarter, 
sales in China fell 14 per¬ 
cent at established loca¬ 
tions. 

Jonathan Blum, chief pub¬ 
lic affairs officer for Yum 
Brands Inc., attributed the 
performance in China to 
a mix of external factors, 
such as the Chinese econ¬ 
omy, as well as internal is¬ 
sues, such as the execution 
of marketing for Pizza Hut. 
He declined to provide fur¬ 
ther details ahead of Yum’s 
analyst conference call 
scheduled for Wednesday 
morning. 

In the U.S., Blum said Taco 
Bell and KFC saw positive 
sales gains, while Pizza Hut 
remained relatively flat. 

For the quarter ended 
Sept. 5, the company said 
it earned $421 million, or 
95 cents per share. Not in¬ 
cluding one-time items, 
it earned $1 per share. 
Analysts on average ex¬ 
pected $1.07 per share, 
according to analysts sur¬ 
veyed by Zacks Investment 
Research. □ 


NEW YORK (AP) — Freeport- 
McMoRan said Tuesday 
that it is considering spin¬ 
ning off its oil and gas busi¬ 
ness and other strategic 
alternative to focus on its 
copper mining business. 

The Phoenix company pro¬ 
duces oil and natural gas 
around the country. Ener¬ 
gy companies have been 
hurt by falling oil prices and 


weaker demand. Many 
have cut spending as a 
result. Earlier this year, Free¬ 
port-McMoRan slashed its 
quarterly dividend 84 per¬ 
cent because of falling 
oil prices. And in August, 
Freeport-McMoRan an¬ 
nounced a cost-cutting 
plan due to falling copper 
prices and soft econom¬ 
ic conditions. That same 


month, activist investor 
Carl Icahn disclosed that 
he bought an 8.5 percent 
stake in the company and 
planned to discuss possible 
cuts in the company’s op¬ 
erations. 

Besides a spinoff, Freeport- 
McMoRan said it is also 
considering joint venture 
arrangements or cutting 
spending in the oil and 


gas business. 

The company also shook 
up its board of directors, 
cutting its size to nine mem¬ 
bers from 16. 

Shares of Freeport-McMo¬ 
Ran Inc. rose 43 cents, or 
3.9 percent, to $11.61 in 
morning trading Tuesday. 
Its shares are down about 
50 percent since the begin¬

Colombia prosecutor calls for

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Nobel Prize for key discoveries about subatomic particles

STOCKHOLM (AP) — Two 

scientists won the Nobel 
Prize in physics Tuesday for 
key discoveries about a 
cosmic particle that whiz¬ 
zes through space at near¬ 
ly the speed of light, pass¬ 
ing easily through Earth 
and even your body. 
Takaaki Kajita of Japan 
and Arthur McDonald of 
Canada were honored 
for showing that these tiny 
particles, called neutri¬ 
nos, have mass. That’s the 
quality we typically experi¬ 
ence as weight. 

"The discovery has 
changed our understand¬ 
ing of the innermost work¬ 
ings of matter and can 
prove crucial to our view 
of the universe,” the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Sci¬ 
ences said in awarding the 
prize. 

The work dispelled the 
long-held notion that neu¬ 
trinos had no mass. 
Neutrinos come in three 
types, or "flavors,” and 
what the scientists actually 
showed is that neutrinos 
spontaneously shift be¬ 
tween types. That in turn 
means they must have 
mass. 

Kajita, 56, is director of the 
Institute for Cosmic Ray 
Research and professor at 
the University of Tokyo. Mc¬ 
Donald, 72, is a professor 
emeritus at Queen’s Uni¬ 
versity in Kingston, Ontario. 
McDonald told reporters 
in Stockholm by phone 
that the discovery helped 
scientists fit neutrinos into 
theories of fundamental 
physics. 

Kajita, who initially told a 
news conference at his 
university that “my mind 
has gone completely 
blank. I don't know what 
to say,” went on to stress 
that many people had 


contributed to his work. 
“The universe where we 
live in is still full of un¬ 
knowns,” he said. “A ma¬ 
jor discovery cannot be 
achieved in a day or two. 
It takes a lot of people and 
a long time.” 


The existence of neutrinos 
was first proven in 1956. 
They come from a variety 
of sources in the cosmos, 
on Earth and in Earth’s 
atmosphere. Most that 
reach Earth were created 
by nuclear reactions in¬ 
side the sun. Trillions pass 
through your body every 
second. 

Kajita showed in 1998 
that neutrinos created in 
Earth's atmosphere and 
captured at the Super- 


Kamiokande detector in 
Japan had changed “fla¬ 
vors.” Three years later, 
while working at Canada’s 
Sudbury Neutrino Obser¬ 
vatory, McDonald found 
that neutrinos coming 
from the sun also switched 


identities. 

“It changes our under¬ 
standing of the funda¬ 
mentals of particle physics, 
and particles make up ev¬ 
erything in the universe,” 
said Robert G.W. Brown, 
chief executive officer of 
the American Institute of 
Physics. 

Antonio Ereditato, direc¬ 
tor of the Albert Einstein 
Center for Fundamental 
Physics at the University 
of Bern, Switzerland, de¬ 


clared, "This is really one 
of the milestones in our un¬ 
derstanding of nature.” 
The findings "really inspired 
a whole global community 
of scientists to drop what 
they were doing and try to 
understand the neutrino,” 


said Joseph Lykken, depu¬ 
ty director of the Fermi Na¬ 
tional Accelerator Labora¬ 
tory in Batavia, Illinois. 

Still unknown: Just how 
much do neutrinos weigh? 
"Neutrinos are a million 
times lighter than an elec¬ 
tron, which is a charged 
version of a neutrino,” said 
Guido Drexlin, a neutrino 
expert at the Karlsruhe In¬ 
stitute of Technology in 
Germany. Determining 
their weight is something 


his team hopes to start 
working on next year. 

The Nobel winners will split 
the 8 million Swedish kro¬ 
nor (about $960,000) prize 
money. Each winner also 
gets a diploma and a gold 
medal at the prize cere¬ 


mony on Dec. 10. 

On Monday, the Nobel 
Prize in medicine went to 
scientists from Japan, the 
U.S. and China who dis¬ 
covered drugs that are 
now used to fight malaria 
and other tropical diseas¬ 
es. The prize announce¬ 
ments continue with 
chemistry on Wednesday, 
literature on Thursday, the 
Nobel Peace Prize on Fri¬ 
day and the economics 
award next MondayO

“We say, ‘We’re not gonna 
talk about show business or 
your career, we're just go¬ 
ing to talk about cars,”’ ac¬ 
cording to Leno. The usual 
response, he said: “Great!" 
The Detroit-born Coppola, 
for example, is a car en¬ 
thusiast, with his 1988 movie 
about an independent au¬ 
tomaker, “Tucker: The Man 
and His Dream,” just one in¬ 
dication of that. 

And there's this fun fact: 
Coppola's musician-father. 
Carmine, worked on “The 
Ford Sunday Evening Hour,” 
a radio series sponsored by 
automaker Ford. In an “old 
Italian custom of the day, 
you named your son after 
your employer,” Leno said, 
hence the filmmaker’s mid¬ 
dle name. 


Another guest, Keanu 
Reeves, is a known gear- 
head with a start-up mo¬ 
torcycle company, giving 
Leno a chance to test the 
bike and hear about the 
actor's business plans. 
Despite the celebrities 
sprinkled into each epi¬ 
sode, Leno said, the show 
isn’t designed as a star ve¬ 
hicle. 


“It’s mostly about interest¬ 
ing people and their rela¬ 
tionship with automobiles, 
be it a love story or one 
about the first female drag 
racer," he said. 

The series also will look at 
the past and future of au¬ 
tomobiles and showcase 
Leno’s famed and exten¬ 
sive car collection. Car 
buffs, prepare to drool: On 


the electric side alone, he 
owns a 1909 Baker that can 
travel 80 miles on a charge 
and a Tesla with a 300-mile 
range. 

A more tech-centric version 
of “Jay Leno's Garage” be¬ 
gan on YouTube about a 
decade ago, becoming so 
popular that Leno decided 
it was ready for prime time. 
The rocky moments of his 


tenure as “Tonight Show” 
host (he had the job, then 
he didn’t, then he did 
again) had no effect on his 
returning to the NBC corpo¬ 
rate fold. 

CNBC simply is a good fit 
for “Jay's Leno Garage,” 
he said, with the right de¬ 
mographic. Or as he more 
colorfully put it, “it’s not 
housewives yelling at each 
other.” 

Despite professing his loy¬ 
alty to NBC, he couldn’t 
resist taking a dig at the 
company when he talking 
to a TV critics’ meeting in 
August. Discussing an epi¬ 
sode in which he goes for a 
100 mph-plus ride in a self¬ 
driving car, Leno quipped, 
“NBC has been trying to kill 
me for years.” 

It’s obvious that Leno, 
unlike his guests, has no 
qualms about going off 
topic. He's clearly glad to 
give a shout-out to his wife, 
Mavis, a longtime support¬ 
er of women’s rights in Af¬ 
ghanistan. Her focus now 
is bringing women and girls 
to the United States to get 
the education no longer 
available to them at home, 
he saidO 


Bernanke defending Fed actions to battle recession

WASHINGTON (AP) — For¬ 
mer Federal Reserve Chair¬ 
man Ben Bernanke says 
the U.S. economy is out¬ 
performing Europe at the 
moment because the Fed 
moved more quickly and 
aggressively to fight the 
2008 financial crisis than Eu¬ 
rope did. 

Bernanke, writing an opin¬ 
ion piece in the Wall Street 
Journal on Monday, said 
that U.S. economic output 
is 8.9 percent higher than 
its previous peak before the 
recession. That is “an enor¬ 
mous difference" from the 
Eurozone, where output 
is only 0.8 percent higher 
than its previous peak. 
Bernanke credited those 
differences to aggressive 
efforts by the Fed to jump- 
start economic growth. 
He said the Fed started six 
years ahead of moves by 
the European Central Bank. 


In his opinion piece, Ber¬ 
nanke was critical of the 
fact that for too long, the 
Fed was the only game in 
town in terms of pursuing 
efforts to get the country 
out of the worst economic 
downturn since the Great

Depression because of po¬ 
litical gridlock in Congress. 
“Monetary policy (interest 
rates controlled by the Fed) 
can no longer be the only 
game in town. Fiscal policy 
makers in Congress need to 
step up,” Bernanke wrote. 


“We need to do more to 
improve worker skills, fos¬ 
ter capital investment and 
support research and de¬ 
velopment.” 

Bernanke’s opinion piece 
was published Monday, 
the same day his new 
book, “The Courage to Act: 
A Memoir of a Crisis and Its 
Aftermath” went on sale in 
bookstores. 

The 610-page memoir, 
which Bernanke began 
writing after he left the 
Fed in January 2014, is his 
defense of the extraor¬ 
dinary measures the Fed 
employed to rescue the 
economy after the 2008 fi¬ 
nancial crisis. 

Bernanke said that the 
weekend in September 
2008 when regulators 
sought desperately but in 
vain to save investment 
bank Lehman Brothers was 
his worst moment in the 
crisis. He said he was con¬ 
cerned that the failure of 


Lehman, the biggest bank¬ 
ruptcy in U.S. history, could 
send the entire economy 
into another Great Depres¬ 
sion like the 1930s. 

“I was very worried,” Ber¬ 
nanke said in an interview 
Monday with CNBC. “My 
whole background as an 
academic was studying the 
Great Depression, studying 
financial panics, their ef¬ 
fect on the economy. And 
I saw we were having the 
grand-daddy of all finan¬ 
cial panics about to ex¬ 
plode on us and I thought 
the consequences would 
be tremendous.” 

In the interview, Bernanke 
refused to second-guess 
the job being done by his 
successor, Janet Yellen. 
But he generally expressed 
support for the Fed’s cur¬ 
rent stance of making sure 
low inflation is headed 
back to the Fed’s 2 percent 
goal before starting to raise 
interest rates. □
